COMMENTS 
An audit has been completed of the financial records 
maintained by the officials of the Town of Jonesport for 
the fiscal year ended December 31, 1963. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance at the end of the year was recon- 
ciled with the statement of The Merrill Trust Company 
as of December 23, 1963. Transactions affecting taxes 
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receivable, tax liens and tax acquired property were 
reviewed and unpaid individual balances at the end of 
the year were checked and reconciled with the balances 
appearing in the ledger. Accounts receivable contain- 
ed some items which are considered uncollectable and 
these should be charged off. 

LIABILITIES 


The only liability of record at December 31, 1963 
appeared to be an item set up to be refunded in prey- 
ious years for an over payment of taxes and which has 
been carried forward. 

RESERVES AND SURPLUS 

Revenue derived from 1964 excise taxes which were 
collected prior to December 31, 1963 has been carried 
forward to the ensuing year. 

Net unexpended balances amounting to $13,715.54 
were carried forward in the appropriation accounts. 

At December 31, 1963, the Town had an unappro- 
priated surplus of $14,814.16 as compared with $14,- 
178.16 at the close of the preceding year. This repre- 
sents a gain of $636.00 in operations for the year. 

GENERAL 


The 1963 commitment of taxes to the Collector was 
examined and reconciled with the assessment. Excise 
tax collections were verified with the copies of the re- 
ceipts retained by the Collector. Vouchers and payrolls 
were examined to the extent deemed appropriate and 
appeared to be proper charges to the accounts involved. 
The records of the Clerk were reviewed for appropria- 
tions and other matter of financial concern. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet, 
together with related financial] statements, fairly pre- 
sents the financial position of the Town at December 31,

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Jonesport: 


It is my privilege and pleasure to submit herewith 
my ninth annuai report of the public schools of Jones- 
port for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1963. 

A comparative budget schedule is included in this 
report for your convenience and for the purpose of 
making the school budget more understandable. This 
comparative budget schedule shows an unexpended 
balance of $4,944.34. The reason for this balance is 
due to money received under Public Law 874, National 
Iiducation Defense Act, Title Ili, rental of the high 
school auditorium and the fact that repairs to the high 
school furnace were not as costly as anticipated. This 
unexpended balance, together with the state subsidy 
and other estimated credits, is subtracted from the 
estimated gross cost of operating your schools to find 
the amount of money necessary for the town to raise 
and appropriate for the support of your school pro- 
gram. 

The Town of Jonesport is supposed to receive 49 
per cent of its cost of education (excluding capital 
outiay and maintenance) from the state. This year we 
received approximately 45 per cent due to the fact that 
the town is not spending the amount for education that 
it should according to the State Foundation Program. 
The percentage that the town receives as educational 
subsidy from the state is dependent upon the valuation 
of the town and the number of students enrolled in its 
schools. The subsidy to be received for the 1964 year 
has already been determined by the state. However, it 
is believed that in 1965 a new state valuation will be 
determined for the town of Jonesport. This should 
result in an increase in state subsidy whereas the loss 
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of the two factories in town should decrease the valu- 
ation of the town and normally this decrease in town 
valuation means that the net worth of property valu- 
ation for each child in school will be less. If the state 
valuation of the town becomes less, then the state 
percentage of subsidy for the cost of education will 
increase. 

The Town of Jonesport presently employs nine 
elementary teachers, six secondary teachers, a super- 
visor and teacher of music, a supervisor and teacher 
of physical education and driver education, and a Sec- 
retary in the office of the Superintendent of Schools - 
the cost of the secretary being prorated among the five 
{owns in this school union. All of these teachers hold 
valid teaching certificates. 

Doris M. Woodward of Stonington, Maine, a grad- 
uate of Washington State Teachers College, succeeded 
Robert L. Townsend as teacher of commercial subjects 
at Jonesport High School. 

Gail I. Briggs of Harrison, Maine, a graduate of 
the University of Maine, succeeded Sara F. Young as 
teacher of Home Economics at Jonesport High School. 

Georgia M. Jacobson of New York, who attended 
Cortland State Teachers College and is a graduate of 
Winthrop College, with previous teaching experience 
in Chicago, Illinois, succeeded Donald G. Piper as sup- 
ervisor and teacher of physical education and driver 
education in the Jonesport Schools. 

Ralph M. Beal, of Jonesport, Maine, a graduate of 
Washington State Teachers College, with previous 
teaching experience at Deer Isle, Maine, succeeded 
Doris B. Alley as teacher of Grade Seven. Mr. Beal also 
succeeded Donald G. Piper as coach of high school 
basketball and baseball. 

Edith A. Dobbins of Jonesport, Maine, a graduate 
of Washington State Teachers College, with previous 
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teaching experience in schools in Maine, Connecticut 
and New Jersey, succeeded Addie N. Alley as teacher 
of Grade Two.

This year there are ten tuition students attending 
our schools--five from Addison and five from Columbia 
Falls. 

A course in driver education is being taught again 
this year at Jonesport High School. Through the court- 
esy of Rier-Buick, Machias, a new 1964 Buick Special 
has been furnished for the use of this program with- 
out cost to the town. The town receives $10, in the 
form of state subsidy, for every student that satis- 
factorily completes the course. This subsidy more than 
pays for the cost of operating the driver training car. 
In order to include this course in our high school cur- 
riculum, the teacher must have completed the driver 
education course at the University of Maine and be 
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certified by the State Department of Education. If for 
any reason the course in physical education was dis- 
continued in our schools, then the course in driver 
education also would have to be discontinued due to 
the lack of a certified teacher and due to the amount 
of time necessary for a teacher to teach this course. 

bids for a new school bus were received this sum- 
mer. A new 60-passenger Chevrolet bus with a Blue- 
bird body was purchased from Harold C. Ralph Chevro- 
let Co. of Waldoboro at a price of $6200. At your last 
annual town meeting, $8000 was raised for a new 
school bus. This amount, together with the $2000 in 
the Special School Bus Account, $1000 received from 
the sale of the old school bus and $200 from the main- 
tenance account made it possible to make full payment 
for the new school bus. 

During the past year, SRA achievement tests were 
given to students in grades four through eight. Intelli- 
gence tests were given to freshmen and senior students 
in the high school. NEDT tests were given to freshman 
and sophomore students and NMS tests were given to 
junior students. 

New maps were purchased for grade eight room 
this year. Library books were purchased for grades 
seven and eight rooms. New reading books were pur- 
chased for grade two. Textbooks for English III, Eng- 
lish IV, Business Mathematics, World History, Eco- 
nomic Geography, General Science, Algebra I and Alge- 
bra II were purchased for the high school this year. A 
new typewriter was purchased for the commercial de- 
partment. A new sewing machine and a new sewing 
machine head were purchased for the home economics 
department. 

Samples of water were collected this fal] from 
the Cove School, West Jonesport School, and High 
School. These samples were submitted to the State 
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Division of Sanitary Engineering for a chemical and 
bacteriological analysis. 

The insurance coverage on each of our school 
buildings is as follows: Cove School, $16,450; West 
Jonesport School, $11,000; and Jonesport High School, 
$60,000; or a total insurance coverage, all buildings 
considered, of $87,450. There is no insurance coverage 
en the equipment in the school buildings. 

The Jonesport School Lunch Program has been in 
cperation for sixteen years. The government reimburs- 
es the program $.03 for each one-half pint of milk 
served to school children under this program. The pro- 
zram is operated on a non-profit basis and any amount 
made on the sale of milk is used to purchase straws 
and other materials for the program. This year we are 
also under the “‘special phase of the special milk pro- 
gram” which furnishes milk to needy children. During 
the past year there were 33,290 bottles of milk served 
to the students in the Jonesport Schools under the 
Special Milk Program. 

At the time this report is written, no statement 
has been received from the State Fire Insurance Com- 
missioner concerning their inspection of the Jonesport 
Schools. It is assumed that your schools meet their 
requirements. 

During the past summer the normal cleaning, re- 
pairs and replacements were made at the school build- 
ings. The interior of your schools appears to be in ex- 
cellent condition; however, consideration to the ex- 
terior of the Cove and West Jonesport Schools should 
be given, The portico rcof on the southern side of the 
West Jonesport School should be repaired as leaks are 
developing. The West Jonesport School and the Cove 
School should be painted in the near future. It is 
recommended that the Cove School be painted this year 
with a shingle preservative or stain. 
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At your last annual town meeting, a sum of $1000 
was raised to repair the high school! furnace. These re- 
pairs have been made. According to reports received 
from the repairman and from the janitor, the furnace 
now seems to be in good condition. 

In concluding this report, I wish to thank the 
school committee, teachers, janitors and bus drivers 
for their efficient work and cooperation and to express 
my sincere appreciation to the citizens of Jonesport 
for their support of our educational program.
